_ Several members of the 
jury were extremely 
angered over the imposition 
of the lesser degree and ex- 
pressed their anger outside 
the courtroom. 

Juror Diane G. Law of 
Oakland said the jury was 
deadlocked with two jurors, 
Gene K. Owyoung and 
Charlotte F. McManus, 
holding out since Thursday 
morning for second-degree 
murder, that is, malicious 
intent to kill a person but 
without premeditation. 

- “We didn’t think that 69 
wounds (in the victim) de- 
monstrated a rash deci- 
sion,” said Mrs. Law: “I 
don’t understand their 
(Owyoung and McManus’) 
reasoning. I think we 
wasted four weeks. We just 
learned that he agreed to 
plead guilty to second- 
degree murder. The whole 
experience was terrible.” 

nother juror, Mavis J. 
Williams, was equally 
angry outside of court, and 
was particularly upset 
about evidence presented 
indicating Egenberger had, 
as recently as last August 
30, in Chicago, boasted of 
the killing” and later refer- 
red to it as ‘‘a sensational 
crime.” 

“I felt that when he was 
in Chicago he wanted 
another sensation. I don’t 
think he should be walking 
the streets after 14 years,” 
said Mrs. Williams. 

Prosecutor Kar] Payne 
was the only person in the 
courtroom who looked visi- 
bly disappointed by the 
verdict. 

“I am disappointed with 
it, along with the ten jurors 
who voted for first 
degree-murder,’’ said 
Payne, 31, a specialist in 
trying murder cases in 
Alameda County. 

“T am also disaonained 
for the Williamsons, whose 
lives were totally changed 
by the murder of their only 
daughter. They were outgo- 
ing, fun-loving people be- 
fore Oct. 29, 1963. Now they 
are just the opposite. No- 
thing is ever going to bring 
their daughter back; they 
didn’t want blood but they 
would have liked him 
(Egenberger) sent to prison 
for life.” 

Mintz, on the other hand, 
said the verdict of second- 
degree murder represented 
a “victory’’ of sorts since 
the penalty for first 
degree-murder carries a 
minimum seven-year term 
compared to the expected 
four years eight months 
Egenberger will have to 
serve. 

-Egenberger himself told 
the I-G he was pleased to 
get the trial over with, and 
seemed in an almost light- 
hearted, expectant mood 
after the jury returned the 
verdict. 

He is-being held in the 
county courthouse ‘jail two 
floors above the courtroom 
where the trial was held. 
While on trial he was free 
on $15,000 bond and lived 
with David Dimmick in a 
studio apartment on Action 
Street in Berkeley. 

Egenberger was the 
prime suspect in the crime 
since Marguerite Crouse, 
now of Sacramento, came 
to UC police and said she 
saw a man in a darkened 
corner of an underground 
UC parking structure lean- 
ing over the trunk of a 
green and white four-door 
sedan with a large, bulky 
object in his arms. How- 
ever, it turns out, according 
to Egenberger with an in- 
terview with the I-G, that 
Mrs. Crouse must have 
been wrong about that story 
since Egenberger had long 
since left that garage with 
Miss Williamson’s corpse in 
his trunk when Mrs. Crouse 
said she arrived. 


But the most damaging’

Call alleges that he 
abstained from voting in 
the matter while serving as 
a councilman and was told 
by Saler that this was 
adequate to avoid a conflict 
of interest. 

The recent court ruling 
against him was accom- 
panied by finding of fact 

‘making it clear that the 
claimant (Call) did not use 
his office to influence the 
sale of his property nor did 
anyone act improperly in 
that regard. But, due to a 
technicality, it appears that 
the only approved way he 
should have sold his land so

Call and his wife each 
seek $650,000 in general 
damages, $150,000 in spe 
cial damages including 
legal fees and $1 million in 
punitive damages, 

Ms. Call alleges that the 
recent court judgement de- 
prives her of her inheri- 
tance of separate property.
